Fuller announced that he had recommended to the executive 
council that a respite of twelve additional days be granted.

at is called the world’s greatest record 
surveying was made recently by engi- 
feers who succeeded in measuring the pre- 
cise airline distance between the peak of 
Mt. Wilson and that of Mt. San Antonio, 
twenty-two miles apart. 
The work was done to establish correctly 
spaced bases by whieh Dr. Albert A. Mi- 
chelson of the University of Chicago hoped 


to make a more accurate estimate of the 


Velocity of light than that which astrono- 
mers have made hefetofore. The scientist 
has deen using mirrors placed of both 
mountains to meastre this velocity and will 
use the established unit to measure the 
distance between two stars or between the 
earth and any other isible heavenly body. 
After various tests it was found that the 
result of the survey contained 4 possible 
error of less than a third of an inch, or for 
the twenty-two miles, one paft in a million 
Such accuracy of measurement over a rough 
country is said to be unparalleled. ‘ 
Contrast this cafeful delineation with that
